N ear, but far from the glaring strips of neon amuse- 
ment, and the castles and crowds of Disney, lies an 
other magical place in the Sunshine State — one of pow- 
wows, plantations, politics and great pride. Often de- 
scribed as “The Other Florida” with its deep-rooted his- 
tory, rolling hills, canopy roads of moss-draped oaks, cool 
climate and Southern-style hospitality; it is a Florida few 
have seen. It is Tallahassee — Florida with a Southern ac- 
cent. 

Best known as Florida’s capital, Tallahassee is an inti- 
mate neo-metropolitan city where the power of state gov- 
ernment, the academic and the artistic are complemented 
by subtle, old-fashioned charm. It is the perfect two- or 
three-day diversion for the more than 4! million annual 
visitors to Florida and 13 million residents. 

Tallahassee touts a menagerie of sights including one 


of the world’s deepest freshwater springs, site of America’s 
first Christmas, a wildlife habitat, Capitol buildings, fasci- 
nating museums of history, sprawling plantations, highly 
acclaimed fishing and hunting adventures and nearby 
beaches. Spirited area festivals range from celebrations of 
Tallahassee’s spectacular spring and swamp stomps to 
genuine rattlesnake roundups and seafood festivals. 

With the Gulf of Mexico just 20 miles south and the 
Georgia border only 14 miles north, Tallahassee rests be- 
tween the foothills of the Appalachian Mountains and the 
juncture of Florida's panhandle and peninsula. Nearer in 
miles to Atlanta than to Miami, Tallahassee more closely 
resembles its Southern neighbors than Florida in topogra- 


phy, climate and lifestyle. 

Accentuating Tallahassee’s 
Southern persona are lush rolling 
hills, likened to the seven hills of 
Rome, and five “official” canopy 
roads of patriarch oaks. The fer- 
tile, rich soil and four distinct, yet 
pleasant, seasons breed floral bril- 
liance and natural vitality year- 
round. 

Like the city itself, the story 
of how Tallahassee was chosen as 
the state capital is rich in history. 
In 1823, two explorers set out — one 
on horseback from St. Augustine 
and the other by boat from 

Pensacola — to find a permanent, 
central location for the Legislature 
to convene. The two met ata 
beautiful site that the Creek and 
Seminole Indians called 
“tallahassee” — derived from the 
words “talwa” meaning town and 
“ahasee” meaning old. The ren- 
dezvous point remains Florida's 
capital. 

The “old town” has under- 
gone many changes, but one 
thing remains the same — it is still 
a government town fiercely 
proud and dedicated to preserv- 
ing its heritage. The Capitol 
buildings, both old and new, 
epitomize Tallahassee’s persever- 
ance. 

The 2and floor of the New 
Capitol provides a panoramic 
scope of a sophisticated Southern 
city awash in a sea of flowering 
azaleas, snowy dogwoods, tower- 
ing pines, fragrant magnolias, 
and hundreds of shimmering 
lakes, springs, swamps, rivers and 
sink holes. Special legislative 
viewing galleries are open during 
the legislative session. 

Below, in the shade of giant 
live oaks, proudly stands the Old 
Capitol, originally constructed in 


1845 and restored to its 1902 splendor complete with red- 
and-white candy-striped awnings, a dome adorned with 
stained glass, antique furnishings and political memora- 
bilia. 

Across from the Old Capitol are the 40-foot twin gran- 
ite towers of the Vietnam Veteran’s Memorial, and the blue 
stone Union Bank, Florida’s oldest surviving financial insti- 
tution. The nostalgic Old Town Trolley, a replica turn-of- 
the-century street car, carries passengers through restored 
Adams Street Commons to numerous other historical down- 
town shops for free— unheard of even 100 years ago. 

Minutes from downtown lies the Governor’s Mansion, 
which resembles the home of Florida’s military hero An- 
drew Jackson; and the 52-acre natural animal habitat and 
1880s farm of the Tallahassee Museum of History and Natu- 
ral Science, which provide the rare chance to walk and talk 
with native Florida animals. 

Tallahassee remains firmly linked with the past as evi- 
denced by the unearthed 1539 winter encampment of Span- 
ish Hernando de Soto, the site of the first Christmas cel- 
ebration in America. Visitors travel back through time as 
they stand in the shadow of a giant 12,000-year-old Ameri- 
can Mastodon at the Museum of Florida History or explore 
other historical spots including The Knott House that 
Rhymes, The Columns, San Luis Mission, Lake Jackson State 
Archaeological Site, Natural Bridge Battlefield, First Pres- 
byterian Church, Brokaw-McDougall House, Goodwood 
Plantation and Adams Street Commons. 

Nearby, alligators lazing in the sunshine and anhinga 
“snake birds” perched on twisted cypress branches are seen 
at Wakulla Springs, one of the world’s deepest freshwater 
springs and site of many underwater scenes in the “Tarzan” 
movies with Johnny Weissmuller and Maureen O'Sullivan. 


Safaris aboard glass-bottomed and fry 
jungle cruise boats whisk visitors within | 
arm’s length of “The Other Florida.” 

Outdoor enthusiasts enjoy adven- 
tures including boating and fishing on 
area lakes, rivers, ponds and the Gulf 
— just 30 minutes away. Lakes Semi- 
nole, Jackson and Talquin are re- 
nowned in the bass fishing world for 
yielding the “big ones,” and dense for- 
ests offer an abundance of prize-win- 
ning game. Local wildlife areas such 
as the Florida National Scenic Trail, St. 
Marks National Wildlife Refuge and 
Apalachicola National Forest are among 
many spots for camping, picnicking, 
swimming, biking and exploring. 

Appealing to the strokes of differ- 
ent folks, Tallahassee also features 99 
holes of golf on six courses and a pro- 
liferation of tennis centers. Sideline 
athletes cheer the nationally-ranked 
Florida State Seminoles, Florida A&M 
Rattlers and the Tallahassee Tiger 
Sharks, of the East Coast Hockey League. 
And always a sure bet are the nearby 
greyhound races. 

A sport of sorts, shopping at two 
regional malls and many specialty cen- 
ters offer many “playing options” — 
from popular chains to curiosity and 
antique shops. 

Cultural interests are sparked by 
widely-acclaimed muse- 
ums and galleries and 
elaborate entertainment 
at the 14,000-seat Talla- 
hassee-Leon County Civic 
Center. 

Tallahassee is a col- 
laboration of power-play 
politics and classical 
character splashed witha 
twist of Southern beauty 
and charm. Tallahassee is 
Florida with a Southern 
accent. 
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F lorida State University, which will mark its golden anniver- 

sary as a coeducational graduate research institution in 1997, 

has joined the nation’s elite in both academics and athletics. 
Located on the oldest continuous site of higher education in 

Florida and building rapidly on the framework of a highly regarded 

liberal arts college for women, the University has emerged over the 

past 49 years as an institution of national and international esteem. 

Its stature is evidenced by a number of additions to its record of 

excellence in the 1990s: 

* Inig994, Florida State was classified a “Research University 1” by the 
Carnegie Foundation, placing it among the nation’s top research 
universities. 

* Ini994, the college referral service, “Who's Who Among American 

High School Students,” placed FSU among its top 10 — with such 

universities as Harvard,

1996, the NSF renewed and increased by 50 percent the NHMFL's 

funding for another five years. 

FSU created the first multipurpose student identification/banking 

card. The Card Application Technology Center is a national leader 

in “smart card” systems.

Atthe forefront of supercomputing since obtaining its first high speed 
computer in 1985, FSU took yet another step in ultrafast and parallel 
computing in 1990 when it acquired two supercomputers, the Think- 
ing Machine Corp. Connection Machine and the Cray Y-MP. 

In fall 1994, the first tenants moved into the east side of the $100 
million University Center, a classroom-and-office facility at Doak 
Campbell Stadium; the stadium's south end zone was also enclosed 
and the adjacent Moore Athletic Center expanded. When the west 
side is completed in 1996, University Center will provide 550,000 
square feet of much needed academic space and a centralized lo- 
cation for student services. 

One of the first academic areas to make its home in University Cen- 
ter, was the FSU School of Motion Picture, Television and Recording 
Arts. Offering training for one of Florida's fastest growing indus- 
tries, FSU conferred its first master’s degree in film in 1991 and it's 
first bachelor's in film in 1993. The film school’s students have 
already produced national and intemational award-winning films. 
The Center for Civic Education and Service was established in 1994 
aimed at promoting community involvement and civic responsi- 
bility as integral elements of a liberal arts education at FSU. The 
center supports such service-learning programs as Project 
Amistades, which provides educational services to migrant 
farmworkers. Through ServScript, student's service may be re- 
corded on their official academic transcript. 


+ In 1990, Florida State ranked second in popularity nationwide 


among high school seniors, based on the number of students who 
request that their Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) scores be sent to 
an institution. FSU was the only institution listed among the top 10 
choices of both black and white college-bound students. 

FSU’s high-tech program in structural biology in 1991 received the 
University’s largest single foundation grant, $4 million. 

Capping more than a decade of national prominence in intercol- 
legiate athletics, Florida State’s athletic teams, nicknamed "Semi- 
noles,” joined the Atlantic Coast Conference as its ninth member in 
1990. The FSU football team won the 1993 National Championship 
and its quarterback, Charlie Ward, won the University’s first 
Heisman Trophy. 

To better understand the world’s cultural diversity, FSU under- 
graduate students are required to complete at least two courses 
that focus on diverse traditions beyond Westem civilization. The 
multicultural study requirement, in effect since 1991, complements 
a long-established liberal studies program at Florida State. 


+ The Dr. Bobby E. Leach Center, a state-of-the-art student recre- 


ation facility, with a pool, saunas, basketball and racquet-sport 
courts, was completed in 1991. 
The Appleton Museum of Artin Ocala, its vast art collection and an 
eminent scholar chair were donated to FSU and Central Florida Com- 
munity College in 1990. 
FSU ranked oth in the nation for 1990-91 in the number of black 
Ph.D. students it graduates. Over the five years, 1986 to 1990, FSU 
ranked eighth nationally by granting doctorates to 70 African- 
Americans. 
FSU acquired the Asolo Performing Arts Center in Sarasota, home 
to the graduate theater program, the FSU/Asolo Conservatory of 
Professional Actor Training. 

As this list of highlights attests, Florida State is excelling in the

vision for the future. 
Under the leadership of 
the University’s 12th 
president, Talbot 
“Sandy” D’Alemberte, 
who took office in Janu- 
ary 1994, FSU will con- 
tinue to build on the 
foundation of its history 
of excellence in scholar- 
ship, research and ser- 
vice. 

Asenior member of the 1o-member State University System, FSU 
was founded as an institution of higher learning in 1851 by legislative 
act and began in Tallahassee with its first students in 1857. 

Today, FSU's operating budget is $452.5 million. Faculty and 
administrators generate more than $99.9 million annually in exter- 
nal funding to supplement state-sponsored research. Three direct- 
support organizations serve to bolster the University; FSU Founda- 
tion, which raises millions in private gifts to support academics, Semi- 
nole Boosters and FSU Alumni Association. 

The main campus is spread over 450.6 acres in Tallahassee; FSU, 
which has one of the smallest campuses in the SUS, has been actively 
acquiring land in the 990s after years of being landlocked at 847 acres. 
FSU owns 1,303 acres in Leon, Bay, Franklin and Sarasota counties. 

Within the state, the University maintains facilities at its 25- 
acre campus in Panama City, its Marine Laboratory on the Gulf of 
Mexico, the Appleton Museum in Ocala and the Asolo Performing 
Arts Center in Sarasota. The Center for Professional Development 
and Public Service, housed in the Augustus B. Turnbull III Florida State 
Conference Center on the edge of the campus, provides extensive 
credit and non-credit continuing education programs statewide. 

For years FSU has reached far beyond Florida through intema- 
tional programs in Switzerland, France, Panama, Costa Rica and the 
Caribbean. FSU’'s study centers in Florence, Italy and London, En- 
gland are considered by many to be the nation’s best in Europe. 

Florida State offers 283 graduate and undergraduate degree 
programs through its eight colleges — Arts and Sciences; Business; 
Communication; Education; Engineering (operated jointly with 
Florida AEM University, a historically black institution); Human Sci- 
ences; Law; and Social Sciences (which also incorporates the Reubin 
Askew School of Public Administration and Policy)— and eight schools 
— Criminology and Criminal Justice; Library and Information Stud- 
ies; Motion Picture, Television and Recording Arts; Music; Nursing; 
Social Work; Theatre; and Visual Arts and Dance. 

With 1,671 members, the FSU faculty has five National Academy 
of Sciences members and eight American Academy of Arts and Sci- 
ences members, and has included five Nobel laureates. It is backed 
by 2,990 administrative/ professional and support staff. 

Library holdings at Florida State include 2.1 million book titles, 


18,296 serials and 4.4 
million microforms. The 
main library facility, the 
Robert M. Strozier Li- 
brary, is linked by com- 
puter to other state uni- 
versity and national re- 
search libraries. The Paul 
A.M. Dirac Science Cen- 
ter Library is located at 
the heart of the 
University’s science re- 
search complex. FSU 
also maintains extensive 
music, library science and law libraries. 

On the top floor of the Dirac Library is the headquarters of the 
Supercomputer Computations Research Institute, a multidisciplinary, 
multinational program established in 1984 that brings together some 
50 scientists, engineers and technicians. 

Also providing research opportunities is the tandem Van de 
Graff Superconducting Accelerator Laboratory, which houses two 
powerful atom smashers and has been ranked among the top four 
nuclear research centers in the nation by the National Science Foun- 
dation. 

Graduate students, who number more than 5,856, pursue ad- 
vanced degrees in fields as diverse as business administration and 
theoretical particle physics. A majority of research done at FSU is the 
direct result of student effort, culminating in numerous books, mono- 
graphs and joumal articles relating to the whole spectrum of intel- 
lectual interests and the practical needs of society. 

FSU, a residential campus, places a high priority on its 30,268 
students and their needs and interests ( of the student population: 
45 percent are male; 55 percent are female; 18.5 percent are minori- 
ties; and 2.4 percent are foreign students). The University Honors 
Program, Disabled Student Services, International Student Center, 
Student Government, Flying High Circus and intramural sports are 
among more than 200 organizations and activities in which students 
can participate. 

Situated in the heart of the state's thriving capital city, Florida 
State’s main campus blends Gothic and modern styles of architecture 
with the oaks, pines, dogwoods, palms and azaleas of North Florida. 

Florida State continues to progress and grow from its pre-Civil 
War foundation as the Seminary West of the Suwannee, through the 
early 20th century as the academically respected Florida State Col- 
lege for Women, returning to coeducational status as a university in 
1947, to its modern development as an acclaimed research institu- 
tion, a top-ranked competitor in intercollegiate athletics and as a 
standard-setter in the basic sciences and the performing arts. 

In all areas of its mission — excellence in teaching, research 
and public service — Florida State University is advancing boldly 
toward the zist century. 
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eing a member of the Florida State Vol- 
leyball team is an exciting experience for 
a collegiate athlete. The Lady Seminoles travel far 
and wide to compete against top-ranked oppo- 
nents. In recent years, the team has traveled the 
friendly skies from California, Texas and Colo- 
rado to Minnesota and Indiana. In 1995, Florida 
State made an appearance in Rhode Island along 
with its Atlantic Coast Conference stops along 
Tobacco Road.

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ACADEMICS 

Florida State University is committed to the 
academic success of its student-athletes. Un- 
der the direction of Dr. Roger Grooters, the FSU 
athletic department’s Academic Support Pro- 
gram is in place to meet the personal, academic 
and professional needs of each student-athlete. 

Grooters and his staff aid student-athletes 
with admission, class scheduling, registration, 
and the normal progression towards a degree. 
Unveiled in 1994 was a new state-of-the-art aca- 
demic center as part of the University Center ex- 
pansion. The center provides study hall and tu- 
toring rooms, as well as a resource area with study 
carols, computers and basic reference materials. 

Class attendance is closely monitored dur- 
ing the playing and practice seasons. Throughout the 
school year, nightly study halls and tutoring sessions help 
the student-athletes stay on course. Student-athletes have 
unlimited access to mentors who provide one-on-one tu- 
toring. The academic support staff works closely with the 
faculty members at Florida State as well as with the ath- 
letic depart-ment’s own office of Student Services. 

For everyone in the Florida State athletic department— 
from coaches and academic support personnel to student 
services staff and administration—giving each student- 
athlete every opportunity to earn a degree is the primary 
goal.

PREVENTION CARE & TREATMENT 

Being an athlete at Florida State University means re- 
ceiving the best care and treatment possible. All of the 
student-athletes undergo pre-sea- 
son screening so a certified trainer 
can detect any potential injuries an 
athlete may incur. If a problem is 
detected, the athlete is placed ona 
prevention care program which 
may include any kind of treatment 
from icing to exercising. The pro~ 
gram is closely monitored by Vol- 
leyball Trainer Shelly Mullenix. 
Shelly is an Assistant Trainer with 
the FSU Athletic Training staff and

Rehabilitation is another important component of the 
Seminole training room. Though preventing injuries is the 
main objective, they are unavoidable for the athletes who 
participate in sports. More serious injuries and illnesses 
are referred to the Seminole team physicians at the Talla- 
hassee Orthopedic Center who, for many years, have worked 
in conjunction with the FSU training room in successfully 
rehabilitating numerous athletes after an injury. 

Nutrition counseling and drug testing are both re- 
sponsibilities of the athletic training team which is dedi- 
cated to providing the best care possible for all FSU stu- 
dent-athletes. 
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ince its beginning in 1968 with a group of physical 

education students and a volunteer coach, Florida 
State volleyball has shed its club team roots to become one of 
the nation’s premiere programs. 

In its infancy it was not uncommon for the group of aspiring 
athletes and teachers to pay their own way to tournaments and 
share warm-up suits with the other women’s club teams. The club 
struggled to become established in those early years as team mem- 
bers were faced with having to find a new volunteer head coach 
each of the program’ first five years. 

After Florida State made its first ever appearance at the 
AIAW National Tournament in 1971, Dr. Billie Jones assumed the 
coaching duties on a permanent basis for the next six seasons. 
Under Jones’ direction the Seminoles amassed a 107-22 record, 
and volleyball at Florida State became a mainstay. 

Success continued for the program as it returned to the

M ost students tend to daydream while in a lecture 
during their college years, doctoral student and Coach 
Cecile Reynaud doodles on her notebook. But, what the veteran 
coach pencils out is quite another story. She works on plays, she 
creates serve receive patterns and starting lineups. All of this is 
evidence of the anticipation mounting as the 
coaches and players prepare for the 1996 
volleyball season. 

With six retuming starters, the 
Lady Seminoles hit the ground run- 

ning this spring spending some 
valuable time training for a suc- 
cessful fall season. 

“The time that we put in the gym 
this spring was incredible,” said 
Reynaud. “I think it is going to be 

invaluable for this upcoming sea- 
son. My full attention and full focus 
was on the team for the first time in 
two years. We spent a lot of time 
on tactics and now we really 
should be able to move to a dif- 

- ferent level.” 

The main goal of the team this 
season is to return to the top triad in the conference. After 
accomplishing that, the team wishes to return to the NCAA Tour- 
nament, a task which has eluded them over the past two years. 
Florida State made six of seven post-season appearances prior 
to the 1994 season. 

"| think they worked so hard this 
spring and they paid the price ona lot 
of things,” said Reynaud.

Everybody in 
that gym this spring was willing to do 
whatever they needed to. | hope we 
turn the comer with this young team. 
They have gota lot of confidence after 
the spring season, but that came after 
months and months of hard work.” 

Leading the way for 1996 will be 
Patty Diamond. Diamond co-captained 
the squad last season and will serve as 
captain in the upcoming season. 

“Patty came in and really played 
with much more poise this spring,” said 
Reynaud. “We were able to use her in 
the middle and to set and defensively. 
She really came around and | think | re- 
ally saw the senior getting ready to 
come out in her.”

OUTSIDES 

The strongest returning position this season will be the out- 
side hitters. LaToya Presberry and Holly Schneider led the team in 
practically every category and capped off their rookie seasons 
each landing a position on the ACC All-Tournament Team. 

Schneider, last year’s MVP, as a freshman, was the first 
rookie in Lady Seminole history to lead the team in kills. She will 
return to her familiar left-side position for another season of 
success. 

“Holly played well this past spring and trained very hard,” 
said Reynaud. "I think she is going to be a key to our success. If 
we can isolate her on the outside she will be able to score.” 

LaToya Presberry will be another top retumee, but with a 
new look. Presberry will be moved to the right side for 1996. 
“This will provide a bigger block for the team,” said Reynaud. 
“She also can be used more offensively as a play set hitter and 
she can set the ball, if needed, very well. She will really improve 
our strength on the right side.” 

Back to the left side, Reynaud has penciled in Laura Amold. 
Amoldis in her junior season and will be a starter for Florida State. 

"Laura started for us last year at the beginning of the 
year,” said Reynaud. “But, then LaToya stepped in and re- 
ally took that position away from her. Laura is ready to 
take that starting position back. She has really matured, 
plays real hard. She is also extremely competitive. If we were 
to start today, she would be starting on our left side.” 

Sarah Rickertsen returns for her sophomore campaign this 
season ready to play wherever Reynaud may need her. 

“Sarah saw quite a bit of playing time this past year in a 


number of different positions,” said Reynaud. “Sarah is going 
to be someone to come in and fill in where we need her. She is a 
great role player.” 


MIDDLES 

The middle position was shared by three players in 1995. 
The surprise of the season was Susan Hawks, who will return for 
her sophomore season. The key to success for Hawks is to stay 
healthy. Shoulder surgery caused her to sit out her true fresh- 
man season and an illness caused her to miss part of spring 
training this season. 

“Physically, if she comes back as strong as she can be is 
critical so she can be strong at the net this year. If we can get 
her hitting down, she will be great. Her blocking is strong but 
she has to be a threat offensively for us too.” 

Susan Johnson also returns as a starting middle blocker. 
Johnson has one more year of experience under her belt and 
is ready to become a force in the Atlantic Coast Conference. 

“Susan really improved a lot this semester,” said Reynaud. 
“| think physically she can be a great middle blocker for us. She 
is hitting the ball much better and she is getting much smarter 
on her blocking. The more she learns about the game, the bet- 
ter she gets.” 

A newcomer to the middle blocking group is Aisha 
Thornton. Aisha hails from the Chicago area and will look to 
contribute as soon as she can. Thornton has the physical ca- 
pability but just needs to learn the FSU system. 

“Aisha is going to be physically intimidating to a lot 
of people,” said Reynaud. "She is extremely athletic and is 
going to have to go through a training period to learn our 
offense and defense. We will be able to use her presence 
on the floor. | think she is going to be a really gifted ath- 
lete to work with.” 


SETTERS 

Coach Reynaud will have a variety of setters to choose 
from this season with the return of Patty Diamond and 
Maureen McCarthy, in addition to newcomer Kensy Zulueta. 
If Reynaud wants a leader on the court she will go straight 
to Diamond. 

“She has got great leadership skills,” said Reynaud. 
“She doesn’t ask anything more of her team than she does 
of herself. | think she is going to be our key to us making it 
back into the NCAA Tournament this year. | thought she 
really matured as a player this spring.” 

Another experienced setter for Reynaud is Maureen 


McCarthy. McCarthy has started for Florida State in each of 
her previous two seasons while splitting time with Diamond 
last year. 

Kensy Zulueta will come in and challenge all for start- 
ing honors. The freshman comes from a great club pro- 
gram and is used to the sweet taste of success. 

“Kensy is going to come in and will add a lot of knowl- 
edge and experience from setting at a high level of compe- 
tition,” said Reynaud. “She is also extremely competitive. 
She played on one of the top programs in the country in Or- 
ange County and that experience is really going to help us 
out. Kensy will fit in right away with our team.” 


DEFENSE 

Defense has been an essential part of Reynaud’s master plan 
to resurface to the top of the conference this season. One of the 
spark plugs for this team is in defensive specialist Christy Minko. 

“Minko was instrumental in getting the team on the ball 
defensively,” said Reynaud. “I think she will be a real leader 
on the floor for us defensively.” 

A newcomer to the back row will be Courtney Dipert. 
“Dipert will be a good option to put out on the floor defen- 
sively,” said Reynaud. "She can also hit some out of the back 
row. She is going to help us right away.” 

The Seminoles will be traveling around the country once 
again, in the quest for a successful season. One of the first 
road ventures will be to the Purdue Tournament. 

“We have an opportunity to play at Purdue which will be 
exciting,” said Reynaud. “We may have more fans there than 
anybody else because we have so many kids on our team from 
the north. That is going to be a great second weekend for us 
to play a variety of teams from some different conferences.” 

Another top tournament for FSU will be in Gator country. 
“The tournament in Gainesville will be the top competition for 
us all year,” said Reynaud. 

The Atlantic Coast Conference schedule will be a chal- 
lenge for Florida State as well. With three ACC teams mak- 
ing post-season appearances the title is up for grabs once 
again. 

“The ACC Tournament is close enough (Atlanta) this year 
that we should be able to get some fans from Tallahassee 
there,” said Reynaud. “I think our team will be exciting to 
watch this year and people will want to follow us.” 

With six starters returning and the crop of newcomers 
loaded with talent, it is no wonder that the student/coach 
spends her classroom days dreaming about the future.

While the Lady Seminoles’ final 
record may reflect an atypical season 
for FSU, it also shows great promise for 
the future of the program. Coach Cecile 
Reynaud in her 2oth season as head 
coach experienced her first losing sea- 
son at 1I-19: 

The youngsters started the season 
off in Tampa at the South Florida Clas- 
sic where they took second place to 
South Florida. As the team took the 
court, they were learning the FSU sys- 
temas well as learning about each other 
since three of the starters were fresh- 
men and the fourth starter had little 
game experience. The first weekend 
spelled success for the Lady Seminoles, 
both Valerie Broussard and Holly 
Schneider earned a spot on the All- 
Tournament team. 

The following weekend, the com- 
petition heated up as the team faced 
#13 Washington, Rhode Island and 
George Mason in the Rhode Island Clas- 
sic. Valerie Broussard once again 
racked up the All-Tournament honors 
for FSU in Rhode Island. These non- 
conference matches prepared the 
young team for the rugged Atlantic 


Coast Conference road ahead. 
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Hurricane Opal’s attack on the Florida pan- 
handle threw yet another spin into the Lady 
Seminole’s whirlwind season. Opal forced the 
postponement of Florida State’s battle with in- 
state rival Florida. 

Through a season of ups and downs, the 
Lady Seminoles surprised many opponents as the 
University of Florida can attest. When the unde- 
feated Lady Gators visited Tallahassee, the Lady 
Noles promptly stole game one of the match, only 
the second game in Florida's 15 matches that the 
Lady Gators had lost. That game was a glimpse 
of the success that the future holds for the Lady 
Seminoles. 


It only figures that FSU’s night of firsts early 


- 


in the 1995 season would come on Friday the 13th. 
On this October night, the Lady Seminoles 
wrestled with the Lady Tar Heels of North Carolina in their 
first television appearance of the season. The two-hour 
40-minute, five-game match ended in Florida State's fa~ 
vor — 8-15, 15-10, I5-I, 10-15, 17-15 — the team’s first ACC 
win of 1995. 

As Florida State continued to improve, its freshman 
stars began to pick up Atlantic Coast Conference honors. 
LaToya Presberry was honored as Rookie of the Week to 
end October following a 30-kill performance at Vir- 
ginia. Fellow freshman and roommate Holly 
Schneider garnered the same honor in the final 
week of the regular season with outstanding per- 
formances against Maryland and Virginia in Tal- 
lahassee. 

It was Presberry and Schneider who led the 
Lady Seminoles to their biggest win of the season, 
an upset of the ACC Tournament host Clemson. 
Earlier in the season, Florida State had fallen twice 
to the Lady Tigers, the tournament's second seed. 


Exceptional play from FSU’s underclassmen led the sev- 


enth seeded Lady Noles to a surprising first-round five- 
game victory (15-8, 6715, 6715, 16-14, 15-13). 

With their stellar tournament performances, Presberry 
and Schneider landed two of the six positions on the All-

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THE TRADITION 
Consistency. It’s the mark of true excellence in any endeavor. 
However, in today’s intercollegiate athletics, competition 

has become so balanced and so competitive that it is virtually 

impossible to maintain a high level of consistency. 

Yet the Atlantic Coast Conference has defied the odds. Now 
in its 43rd year of competition, the ACC has long enjoyed the 
reputation as one of the strongest and most competitive inter- 
collegiate conferences in the nation. And that is not mere con- 
jecture, the numbers support it. 


Since the league’s inception in 1953, ACC schools have cap- 
tured 57 NCAA and AIAW championships, including 30 in men’s 
competition and 27 in women’s. 

Inig995, three ACC volleyball teams advanced to postseason 
volleyball appearances. Georgia Tech and Maryland each ad- 
vanced to the second round of the NCAA Tournament and North 
Carolina competed in the NIVC Tournament. 

The nine schools that take to the field this fall under the 
ACC banner have produced 310 first or second team gridiron 
All-Americas and 48 first-team academic All-Americas. 


1995-96 IN REVIEW 

The 1995-96 academic year concluded with the league 
pocketing two more national team titles and seven individual 
NCAA crowns. 

In addition, seven ACC schools - North Carolina (6), Vir- 
ginia (21), Florida State (23), Clemson (27), N.C. State (32), and 
Duke (39) - were ranked in the top 40 of the Sears Directors’ 
Cup, an all-sports award honoring the Division | school with the 
best performance by women’s and men’s athletic teams dur- 
ing the 1995-96 academic year. 

The ACC placed at least one 
team in the Top 10 nationally in 13 
of the 23 sports sponsored by the 
league. Six ACC teams, in six dif- 
ferent sports, earned a No. | rank- 
ing during the course of the past 
academic year. 

The ACC Academic Honor Roll 
record was broken for the 1oth 
straight year as 1,185 student-ath- 
letes were recognized for their work 
in the classroom. 


THE HISTORY 

The Atlantic Coast Conference 
was founded on May 8, 1953, near 
Greensboro, N.C. with seven char- 
ter members - Clemson, Duke, 
North Carolina, North Carolina 
State, South Carolina and Wake Forest. 

On December 4, 1953, conference officials met again 
and officially admitted the University of Virginia. The 
only withdrawal of a school from the ACC came on June 
30, 1971 when the University of South Carolina tendered 
its resignation. 

The conference operated with seven members until 
April 3, 1978, when Georgia Tech was added. The ACC 
expanded to nine members on July 1, 1991, with the addi- 
tion of Florida State.
